Curve Project 

New Road Eliminates 
Dangerous Curve 
In Wynnewood 

Narberth Borough's shares in the 
cost of the new cut-off to eliminate 
the dangerous East Wynnewood 
Rd. curve was estimated this week 
by a State Highway Department 
official. 

"Narberth is committed to pay 
for the installation of 56 feet of 
storm drainage pipe that will con- 
nect our drain pipes with Indian 
Creek at Elmwood Avenue," he 
said. 
Township to Pay $5,000 

"The Seaboard Construction Co. 
has contracted to do the State's 
drain pipe work at $11 a foot, 
and it is the practice of contractors 
to offer municipalities the same 
rate for similar work. 

The Highway Department does 
not usually pay the cost for drain 
pipes, but on the road curve job 
the State had apropriated $4,268 
for installing 388 feet of 36-inch 
concrete pipe running beneath 
the new road from the railroad 
underpass to a point nearly oppo- 
site Elmwood Avenue. 

Walter E. Rosengarten, Lower 
Merion Highway Engineer, said the 
Township will pay approximately 
$5,000 for the construction of 100 
feet of highway to connect toe old 
road with the new curve. He said 
there might be come extra costs in- 
volved in making adjustments on 
the Township's drainage connec- 
tions because the new road is a few 
feet higher than the old. 

Entire Cost $25,000 

State engineers have designed a 
banked elevation on the new 14 
degree curve to make for safer 
driving. The old road was flat and 
the curve, the most dangerous in 
Lower Merion Township, was more 
than 30 degrees. The entire job 
will cost approximately $25,000.

feet of pipe in Narberth. 

A 24-inch sanitary sewer, gas and 
power lines run underneath the old 
section of E. Wynnewood Rd. and 
engineers have not decided wheth- 
cd the new section of storm drain 
pipe will be built over or under 
them. 

Test holes will have to be dug 
to determine how deep an excava- 
tion must be made. Work on the 
project is at a standstill now be- 
cause of the recent snow storm. A 
superintendent for the contractor 
said it will be necessary to wait 
until the frost is out of the ground 
before surfacing can start. 

School Officials 
Speak At B-C 
Club Meeting 

Burlingame's Talk 
Highlights "School 
Night" Program 

Five high officials of the Lower 
Merion School District explained 
the structure and functioning of 
the Township school system at 
Tuesday's annual School Night 
meeting of the Bala - Cynwyd 
Neighborhood Club. 

Highlight of the evening was a 
thorough exposition of "The Func- 
tions of the School Board" by its 
president, E. E. Burlingame, first 
speaker of the evening to be intro- 
duced by Club President Robert F 
Brown. 
F. A. Dubois Speaks 

Frank A. Dubois, Lower Merion 
School superintendent, told the 
meeting of the administrative prob- 
lems faced by- the school system, 
stressing what he termed "the in- 
vestment value of school tax 
money." 

"Money spent on our schools " 
he said, "is not money wasted, but 
is a sound investment for the fu- 
ture of our children and our com- 
munity." 

The Senior High School and its 
relation to the rest of the school 
system and to the Township was 
discussed by George H. Gilbert, 
Lower Merion High School prince 
pal, who told the club members and 
their guests of the numerous 
courses offered in the high school. 
Snow Asks Question 

Edward H. Snow, principal of the 
Ardmore Junior High School, 
speaking on "The Philosophy of the 
Junior High School," told the audi- 
ence that the role of the junior 
high was to bridge the gap between 
the secondary school and the high 
school. 

"But what I want to know is 
this," he said to the audience. 

"When are you parents going to 
tell us teachers about your homes 
so that we,know how to teach your 
children more effectively," he said

Dear Mr. Editor: 

There is a condition in the Borough that, cries out for immediate 
correction and that is the nee* for an immediate increase in salaries 
for the teachers of our public school. One would think that all the 
labor demands of the last year and the increases granted teachers in 
near-by school systems would have led the Narberth School Board to 
have fallen in line long before this. But instead the Board is temporiz- 
ing with the situation — "waiting to sec what Duff is going to do." In 
the meantime some of our teachers are; in dire need. 

We estimate that the take home pay of our teachers ranges be- 
tween $115 and $220. How any teacherj who carries the full responsi- 
bility of operating a home and feeding a family, can possibly live on 
$220 per month is beyond me. One -third of the salary must be going 
into rent alone leaving barely enough to feed a family to say nothing of 
clothing, heating, electric bills and the other necessities of home 
operation. 

Our teachers are on the spot. They need an increase, they need it 
desperately, and they need it now. But they are not in a position to do 
any real bargaining, nor are they strong enough to bring any pressure 
to bear They need the help of the citizens of this community who, out 
of a sense of fair play and in justice to a corps of faithful teachers, 
ought to demand that the School Board act immediately, and that what- 
ever action is taken shall represent more than a mere token payment. 

Certainly nothing less than a flat $300 a year should be considered 
and even that should be made retroactive* to the beginning of the school 
year 1946-1947.

Two nieces, Alice Kemp, and Hen- 
rietta Allen, are to get jewelry and 
silver items. Cash bequests are as 
follows: $1,000 to Mrs. William A. 
Froudfoot, Ardsley, N. Y.; $5,000 to 
Elsie Buckman Harris; $1,000 to the 
Masonic Charity Foundation of 
Connecticut, and $500 to a New 
Haven Masonic Lodge. 

Residue in Trust 

The rest of the estate is to be 
placed in trust, the income to go to 
the brother, George. At his death 
the income is to be divided into 
two parts, one to go to the brother's 
wife and the other one-half each to 
the two nieces, who are the ultimate 
beneficiaries. 

The will was written February 14, 
1946, exactly a year before Miss 
Buckrnan's death.

From teacher to inventor is a 
short step for mechanically minded 
Benjamin V. Ogden, Temple track 
coach and Director of Athletics at 
Overbrook High School. 

Ben, who lives at the corner of 
Morris and Clothier Rds., Wynne- 
wood, started getting mechanical 
"ideas" during the last war at the 
Eddystone Ammunition Corpora- 
tion when he worked out a scheme 
which cut production time for shells 
inhalf. Shells had formerly been 
made on laths which required hand 
operation — when Ben finished 
"thinking out" his "idea" the opera- 
tion was done by foot, which kept 
the hands free for other operations. 
Taught at Penn 

To go back a bit, Ben was born 
63 years ago in Philadelphia, the 
son of Samuel Ogden, a hardware 
merchant. His mother was the for- 
mer Margaret Viehmann. Both died 
when Ben was quite young, and he 
worked his way through the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania by teaching 
physical education. He was ,the first 
paid student-instructor in that de-

Bid you know that as we dug 
ourselves oue of that snow storm 
last Friday, the operators at the 
telephone switchboards in Ardmore 
handled 77,468 phone calls? When 
I heard tsat, I stopped by to say 
"hi" to Herb Bruder, manager of 
the Main Line district office for Bell 
and a resident of 742 S. Latches 
Ave., Morion. He took me over to 
see the workings of the telephone 
system. 

,. e .3Che-rja01ce of .the switeh- 
boards which takes care of 
Ardmore and environs Is on 
Lancaster Pike, just above the 
theater, and looks like a bee- 
hive there at 5 In the afternoon. 
Lights flash on and off as the 
line of girls sitting at the switch- 
board talk quietly into their 
phones and dextrously wield 
wires in and out of the little 
holes or "jacks" which connect 
one number with another. It 
takes more than 88 girls to take 
care of Ardmore during a 24- 
hour period, and they normally 
sandle 48,000 calls a day. 

One of the most interesting bits 
of information that came cut of 
the afternoon's chat was that two 
girls practically saved the life of 
a Narberth woman last week when 
she suffered a heart attack. She 
was able to make her way to the 
telephone and gasp that she needed 
a doctor. One girl kept ser talking 
to find out her address while a sec- 
ond tried to reach her doctor,. which 
she was finally able to do . . . 

Things like that are all in a day's 
work for the telephone girls, some 
of whom have been with the com 
pany for more than 10 years. Met 
up with Marie Proctor, of 749 Hath- 
away Lane, Ardmore, who has been 
there for 17 years; Mrs. Ida Rey- 
nolds, a supervisor who's been there 
for 10 years; P. E. Purinton, head 
of the office there, who's going into 
his 20th year; Violet Dougherty, of 
2525 Olcott Ave., Ardmore, a 12- 
year employe; Pauline McNichoI, of 
223 Edgemont Ave., Ardmore, an 
11-year girl; and many others, in- 
cluding supervisor Katherine Tobin, 
of 546 Barrett Ave., Haverford . . .

Court Hears 
That Teachers 
May Quit Jobs 

An emergency exists in the Nar- 
berth Public School, Roland Flrrr, 
solicitor for the Borough School Dis- 
trict, told the Montgomery County 
Court sitting en banc in Norristown 
Tuesday morning. 

The emergency Is seriou* enough, 
Fleer told the Court, to warren* th«? 
borrowing of money to grant the 2*5 
employes of the district an immedi- 
ate cost-of-living raise. 
Court Judgment Sought 

Fleer, appearing before the Court 
as a representative of both the 
School Board and the teachers, i* 
asking for a declaratory judgment 
nn whether or not the State School 
Code allows money to be borrowed 
for the cost-of-living raise. 

School Boards can borrow money 
in excess of the budget if an emer- 
gency exists. Fleer is asking the 
Court to declare that such an 
emergency now exists. 

Tuesday morning in Norristown 
Fleer made two points in his argu- 
ment: 

1. An emergency exists since 
neither the School Board nor the 
teachers last summer could have 
foreseen "the sharp and sudden 
rise in the cost of living during 
the last six months of 1946." 

2. An emergency exists since, 
if immediate raises are not 
given the teachers, Narberth 
Public School might lose a large 
number of Its teachers to either 
other school districts or private 
business. 

The School Code also allows 
monies to be transferred from one 
account to another within the budg- 
et if an emergency exists. 

Fleer also asked the Court to al- 
low the Narberth School Board to 
take this course of action, but later 
indicated that the board had placed 
its chief hopes in being allowed tc 
borrow money for the teachers* 
raises. 
Early Decision Hoped 

"Fleer's argument was heard by 
Judges George C. Corson and Har- 
old G. Knight. Judge William F. 
Dannehower is taking a winter va- 
cation. 

Because of the pressing nature of 
the case, Fleer said Wednesday, he 
expected a decision "fairly soon " 

Fleer's request of the Court Tues- 
day was in sharp contrast to an- 
other, similar case on which argu- 
ment was heard the same day.

The declaration came seven days 
after Lower Merion Township Com- 
missioners cautioned that laws per- 
taining to hunting and the use of 
firearms are being and will continue 
to be strictly enforced. 
More Hawks Soon 

Fischer, who organized the up- 
roarious hawk meeting in the Town- 
ship building last month, said it 
may be necessary to extend the 
bounty deadline indefinitely because 
the- coming of Spring would see nn 
increa&e in the number ot hawks in 
the Township. 

"Our campaign to protect the 
song birds is proceeding in a quiet, 
dignified and efficient manner. We 
are going ahead with our plans for a 
Lower Merion Bird Lovers' Asso- 
ciation," he said. 

"A prominent Township resident 
has promised to accept the chair* 
manship at an organization meeting 
that will be held soon at the Merion 
Cricket Cluh. As soon as we are 
organized, we wiji ask the Commie* 
sioners to establish two bird sanc- 
tuaries in the Township. One will 
be in Merion and the other in Rose- 
mont," Fischer declared. 

No figures are available on the 
number of hawks shot since the 
bounty was offered January 24. An 
unofficial spokesman for the anti- 
hawk group said the figures were 
secret so as not to incur the wrath 
of the Delaware Valley Ornithologi- 
cal Society which is opposed to the 
active warfare.

partment at the school. 
When he graduated from the 

Wharton School in 1916 he took a 
jo|6 as a copy-writer for the Richard 
A. Foley advertising agency. Ath- 
letics remained his chief interest, 
however, and shortly afterward he 
became physical education instruc- 
tor at Girard College, Philadelphia. 
Our entry in the first World War 
came April 6, 1917, and April 7 
found Ben in the Navy waiting to 
be called for active duty When the 
call failed to come soon enough he 
transferred io the Army and was 
sent to Anniston, Alabama, where 
he was commissioned a captain and 
put. in charge of physical training. 
Later he was transferred to Camp 
Funston, Kansas, where he was 
made camp moral* officer end head 
of physical training and intelli- 
gence. 
To Overbrook In 1986 

The end of the war found him 
again teaching at Girard, but in 
1920 he transferred to tho Philadel- 
phia public school sybtem and was 
sent to Northeast High School as 
gym instructor. He was later sent 
to Simon Gratz High School, where 
he stayed until he was mid* hfad 
of the Physical Education Depart- 
ment at Overbrook High School in 
1986. 

The year 1936 found Ben and his 
family at 118 Chestnut Ave., Nar- 
berth. where they lived until 1939, 
when they moved to Wynnewood. 

All these years Ben was busy in- 
venting and repairing household 
gadgets. Saturday afternoons found 
him roaming through hardware 
stotes and junk heaps. If he found 
a. little as two wires to put together 
he would make a new toaster. 

One of his earliest patented inven- 
tions was a. blinking stop light 
switch for automobiles. That was in 
the days when light switches stuck 
and ran down batteries on parked 
cars. 
Sports Invention 

His inventions to improve track, 
his favorite sport, began in 1931 
with a landing net for pole vault- 
era, which reduced the shock the 
athlete sustained as he landed in 
the sawdust pit 

His latest invention is a starting 
gate to insure that runners in a 
sprint or high hurdle race all get 
a fair start. 

Ben feels that one of the chief 
reasons track isn't so popular a 
sport as football or basketball is 
because it isn't so dramatically pro- 
duced. 

Anything, he says, which would 
"speed up the show" and cut down 
the number of false starts would 
make better box office, 

At the Philadelphia Inquirer meet 
in January, the gate was first dem- 
onstrated, and at the Philadelphia 
Public High School meet two weeks 
ago it was first used successfully. 

The gate will start two, four or 
six men—there are never more than 
six entries in sprint or hurdle races. 
It consists of stalls made of steel 
tubing; shoulder straps are fastened 
to a steel bar at the bottom of the 
stalls and hook onto another bar 
at the top, The racers crouch in a 
starting position until the starting 
gun is automatically flred. When 
the gun goes off, the shoulder straps 
which have held the runner to the 
mark are released by powerful rub- 
ber bands. 

Another of his recent inventions 
is an automatic foul-jumping signal 
used for calling fouls in the broad 
jump. Made of a steel tape placed 
along the far edge of the jumping 
board, the slightest contact with it 
rings a bell, marking a foul— the 
man's foot has slipped beyond the

PARENTAL PROBLEMS 



Door to Children 's Room 
May be Left Slightly Ajar 

By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 




Some parents, in their zeal not 
to pamper the young child, will go 
too far in their effort to harden 
him to going o sleep iu the dark. 
Whereas it is rare that a rthild under 
20 months evinces fear of the dark, 
some children from two to six, even 
older, sustain a lot of needless suf- 
fering from this fear. 

A parent should have no hesitancy 
at leaving the young child'3 door 
ajar with a dim light in the hall 
or next room. In addition, it might 
be well, in case the youngster indi- 
cates fear of the dark, for the par- 
ent to pass by his door ocasionally 
or enter his room pretending to be 
on an errand. This should not, how- 
ever, be confused with the bad prac- 
tice of going to his bedside repeat- 
edly at his beck and call. 

One of our children who had never 
objected to being left at bedtime in 
a dark room told his mother as he 
was going to bed one night at the 
age of five that X, a playmate, told 
hime a monkey had been coming 
into X's bedroom at night. 
Door Ajar 

"Won't you please leave my door 
open and the light on outside it 
tonight?" he asked. To which his 
mother replied in a matter-of-fact 
way, "Of course, then you might be 
able to see the monkey." The next 
evening he gave a vivid account of 
just what that monkey looked like 
and how he acted. On this child's 
request, his door was left ajar earn 
night for several weeks. Soon the 
monkey was no longer heard about 

Another of our childrsn, when 
about 10, requested one night that 
the bedroom door be left open. This 
request was granted without ques- 
tion. In both cases the bedroom 
door was closed without objection 
after a few weeks. (My bulletin 
' Fears" may be had in a stamped 
envelope.) 

In the following letter you will 
observe an account of how a 
mother tried to deal with a similar 
matter in a youngster two years 
old. 
Child Cries 

"Three nights ago, a problem 
arose which had me stumped. In- 
stead of lying down and going 
right off to sleep when put to bed 
as he had always done, he started 
to cry. I went in once, since It was 
so unusual for him to cry in bed. 
Satisfying myself that nothing was 
wrong, 1 went out and let him 
scream. He continued for two and 
one-half hours. I finally went in 
to him. He stopped then but start- 
ed again when I left and finally 
cried himself to sleep half an hour 
later. 

"Last night the same process was 
repeated over again. But after he 
cried again for two hours, I left 
the door tp his room open at his 
request so that he could see the 



light from the rest of the house. 
This quieted him and he went to 
sleep. 

"Tonight he cried when I said 
'good night' and closed the door. I 
opened his door and he said he was 
afraid, I left the door open and 
left him. He didn't cry at all and 
fell asleep in five minutes." 

We can see, as this mther no 
doubt discovered for herself, that 
if she had not given undue weight 
to requiring that little child to be 
in the dark at bedtime, she would 
have saved herself and him from 
some needless suffering. But we 
can be sure she was using her best 
judgment and we must admire her 
for having the courage to carry 
through her plans, and then the 
good sense to revise those plans 
once she found them wrong. 

Here I might add that while it 
usually is wise to let the young 
child cry it out at bedtime, rather 
than to rock, tote him, or take 
him into bed with a parent, it is 
well to leave the child's door ajar 
with a dim light on outside the 
door, and to remain in easy hear- 
ing distance to make sure the 
struggling youngster won't suffor- 
cate.

Some evidence as to the U3e being 
made of these newly developed fa- 
cilities is shown by the dramatic 
rise in the consumption of aviation 
gasoline by Pennsylvania flyers.
